HOW THE PORTLAND SANK, 


Believed That the Ship Foundered. 


Not a Survivor. 


f¥ovlnc«t«wn, Mass.. Dec. 1.—No re- 


ports have bean received from along tho 
section of co?.st between Eace point and 
Monomoy of the recovery of any bodl-ea 
from the steamer Portland. 


Many cen*icting rumors reach heir* 


concerning the recovery of bodies, but 
Investigation indicates that none carr.e 
ashore duri; ar yesterday's fftorm. 


The repori about the fifiding of a boy*» 


body proves to be incorrect, and the list 
stands at 16; 12 at Orleans, three at thla 
place and one at Wellfleet. 


A message from Eastham says three 


bodies cam? ashore there, but detail* 
a,re lacking. 


The cause of the Portland's fate, aside 


from the force of the elements, is a mys- 
tery which can never be probed. Every 
mariner has a theory, and all agree that 
when buffeted by the oncoming storm 
off Cape Ann the big side-wheeler was 
disabled, and, before the blast, was 
driven over 40 miles to leeward, the 
waves slowly demolishing the 
upper 


structure until the hull alone remained, 
and this, finally, sank beneath the sur- 
face. 
The vessel disappeared 
some 


Stance off shore, for the strong cur- 
ont is now carrying wreckage and 
>odies southward, and mui.li of it may 
.'o found on Nantucket's shoals. 
An- 


ither fierce northeaster set in yester- 
!ay, again lashing the waves into ft 
rcnzy, and giving small hope to scores 
if broken-hearted relatives and friends 
)f the victims that their bodies will be 
round on the shores. 


The saddest scenes, which caused 


hardy sailors to break down, are being 
enacted in this town, and will for days 
to come. 
But 1C bodies have been 


taken from the water. 


The exact number of persons who were 


carried away from Boston by the steam- 
er Portland will probably never be 
known, an no list of paseengers was re- 
tained on shore when the vessel left her 
moorings, bound to the Forest City, last 
Saturday. Mntiv «itlmntpji of th* num- 
ber on board have been made, but the 
estimates have seldom -agreed. C. F. 
Williams, Boston agent of the Portland 
Steamship company, who has arrived 
here, places the total number of persons 
on the steamer at 100, or possibly 105, 
This estimate, however, Is generally re- 
jTwrdod as rather «mal). It has been 
stated that the number was as high as 
Its, but Mr. Williams denies that so 
many sailed on the 
Portland. It Is 


probable that 120, including paseenKers 
and crew, is near the correct liutnber. 


Nearly every sea captain arid mariner 


on the cape, on boing asked an opinion, 
ntatod that everyone on beard was un- 
doubtedly lost. On« feature of the dta- 
aster Is the aJbsence of any fragments of 
a lifeboat or Hfcmft njmejig the varied 
nuts* of wreckage from the Portland 
xvhleh has been wnsh«1 ««<>"••• lurtnff 
the lost three days.

point, Cape Ann. by the schooner Maude

the barometer that a violent northeaster 
Was approaching. When the steamer 
(vas sighted off Cape Ann she n'as making 
trood pro;,'n>ss tovara Portland, but th« 
v. eather was fnrt becoming rough, and, 
.1? the captain of the Ifaude S said, it was 
-plain to see that :i serious stui in vtas Im- 
pending. Why the Portland ever left 
Boston at ail Saturday night is what 
puzzles marine men on Cape Cod. 


It was of Thatcher's island that the 


Portland was la^t reported before she 
went to her doom. There are many 
theories offered in explanation of how 
the vessel reached a point near the tip 
Jiid of Cape Cod. Although the exact 
location of whyre she went to pieces^will 
in all probability never be known, It is 
I'prera.ly believed here that the wreck 
occirr^a at a point about 10 or probably 
15 miles north of Peaked Hill bars, which 
would bi» from 45 to SO miles from whwe 
she was sighted by the Maude S. 


The tremendous seas which she must 


have encountered off Cape Ann undoubt- 
edly damaged her, and when Captain 
Blanchard saw that he could proceed no 
further eastu ard it is thought by some 
that ne resolved to make for the open 
sea to avoid the dangers along the coast. 
The time that the Portland was lost 13 
placed at from 9 to 10 o'clock Sunday 
forenoon. The watches 
found on the 


bodies washed ashore had nearly all 
stopped between those hours. The wreck 
could not have occurred between those 
hours Saturday night, in the Judgment 
ot' all competent authorities, as in that 
case the wreckage would have been 
washed ashore at points in Maesachu- 
setts bay. Furthetmore, the force of 
the storm at 10 o'clock Saturday night 
Was not sufficiently heavy to cause the 
vessel to founder. 


When the •« reek was first reported it 


was thought the boat 
had possibly 


struck on the terrible Peaked Hill bars, 
which are known among mariners every- 
where a& the "raveyard of New England's 
coast. This theory was quickly put to 
flight, however, by a careful investiga- 
tion. In the first place the patrol at the 
Peaked Hill bars life saving station were 
on the alert throughout the great storm, 
and the men on duty there saw or heard 
nothing to indicate that a steamer had 
been dashet* to pieces on the famous 
shoals. The fierce gale caused such a 
tremendous tide that a vessel of the 
Portland's draught would have passed 
over the bars in safety and run ashore 
on the beaoh. In fact a large schooner 
in distress, drawing more water than the 
Portland, passed over the most shallow 
part of the bars and did not ground on 
the beach. 


Another incident that tends to place 


the time of the wreck on"Sunday morn- 
ing was reported by the crew of the Race 
Point life saving station. Kace Point 
forms the tip of Cape Cod. The life sav- 
ing crew there, during the height of tha 
driving snowstorm, heard four sharp 
whigtl«s from a steamer, which wero 
recognized as a danger- signal.. Th« 
signal was heard at about 7:45 o'clock, 
and the crew hastily manned the boats 
to give assistance if possible. A terribl* 
tempest was raging, and it was so thick 
that it was impossible to see any distance 
off shore. The crew could locate no 
steamer and the blasts of a whistle were 
heard only once. The men are positive 
that they heard a steamer whistle, and 
are now of the opinion that it came from 
the Portland some time before she foun- 
flered, for it la generally believed she went 
to the bottom and was net wrecked by 
going on shore. 


The opinion is also general h«re that 


the boat was gradually battered to pieces 
by the mountainous seas, the upper fit- 
tings being carried away until the water 
began to pour Into her. The fact that 
her wheel was found with ropes attached, 
on the Orleans shore, Is taken to indicate 
that the pilots were powerless to con- 
trol the vessel's course in the bay, and 
that thf>y were obliged to lasto the wheel. 
When the hull went under, the upper 
deck and fittings, gingerbread work, etc., 
probably became Ioosen«d by the action 
of the seag. These parts of the ship, not 
including the furnishings, were practi- 
cally the only ones of the vessel that 
were strewn along the outer coast of 
Cape Cod. The absence of any very 
large parts of the hull on the coast Is ac- 
counted for by the theory that the hull 
itself went to the bottom. The1 largest 
piece of wreckage reported up to sunset 
was a piece about 30 feet long. 


Before the ill-fated steamer took her 


final plunge the passengers and crew 
naturally adopted all means at their 
command to save their lives. This would 
account for the large number of life pre- 
servers and belts found among the first 
portions ef the wreckage. What became 
of the lifeboats and rafts, if any were 
launched, , is, of con nee, unknown, as 
none have 'been picked up, as before 
stated. 


The first body from the wreck eama 


ashore at High Head, which is a few 
miles further down th# outer coast of the 
cape from the Peaked HH1 station. It 
was found on Monday morning. Th* 
next bodies found were picked up at 
points further south on the same day, 
and the life preservers, woodwork, two 
or three pieces of baggage, lard, tobacco, 
paper and other portions ef the carg» 
began to pile up on the shore south of 
High Head. Little wreckage was found 
north of that point. The swift un&sHow 
off shore carried an Immense amount of 
debris and many boAI«s> south as far as 
Monomoy bc%ch and N&ntacket sound. 
While the northern Hmtt IndioMea tfce 
wreck was near High Head, and practi- 
cally none o'f the wreckage went inside 
the cape, it is not known how far south 
It was swept. It is owing to these con- 
ditions that th» chances for recovering 
many more bodies are considered not 
very favorable. 


A number of Portland peoplo, moot of 


them relatives of some of those whose 
names were on the paosengor list of the 
Portland when she left Boston last Sat- 
urday eveirinc. have arrived here, for 
the purpose of identifying, if posalble, 
some of the bodies washed ashore alone 
the coast.

To Modify Regulation*, 


Washington. Dee. 1.—The Anglo- 


American commission held a joint sessior 
nnd a number of committee meeting 5 
yesterday, resulting in much progress. 
The joint meetine was devoted mainly 
to questions aJtecting the great lakes 
and to the subject of railway transpor- 
tation in b»ivd across the border. As to 
the lakes, it is understood that a very 
i'ull understanding has been reached 
which is practically final.

He says that 
the bombardment of Santiago on the 2d 
of July served no particular end because 
Shaf ter's attack had been postponed. 


He quotes dispatches from himself to 


Shatter, .stating that it i\a.s impossible 
to force an entrance to the harbor until 
the mines had been removed, and that 
work could be accomplished only after 
the troops had taken the forts. Shatter 
replied that he could not tell when he 
could take the batteries. If they were 
as difficult as those against which he was 
pitted it would take some time and a 
great loss of life. 


Said he: "I am at a less to see why 


the navy cannot work under a destruc- 
tive fir* as well as the army, ily loss 
yesterday was over 500 men. By all 
means keep up fire on everything in sight 
luntil demolished. I expect, however, 
-•vith time and sufficient men, to capture 
the forts along the bay." 


An hour later em the same day, July 2, 


Shatter again appealed to Sampson to 
force tlie harbor entrance immediately, 
so as to avoid future lose among his men, 
already very heavy. Said he: "You can 
operate with ies«s loss of life than T can." 


In reply ftn the same day Admiral 


Sasnp&oii painted out that the channel of 
the harbor was well strewn with mines, 
which would c«tl*il5ly result in the sink- 
Ins of o-n« or more of his ships if he at- 
tempted to "i>ter the harbor, and that by 
sinking one 'he harbor would be blocked 
against the entrance of the others. He 
iuid hoped hat Shat't*r would take ttie 
batteries from the rear, so that he might 
drag for the torpedoes, but if It wag 
Shifter's ea.rnest desire that he should 
fore" the entrance he. would prepare ti> 
undertake it. although the position of 
both aJThy and navy would be more diffi- 
cult if they failed in the attempt. He 
promised to ujse mines at Guantanamo to 
countermine those at Santiago, which 
would consume considerable time. 


Said Sampnon: "It is not so much the 


Joes of men as it is the loss of ships 
which have until now deterred me from 
making a direct attack upon th# ship* 
within the port." 


After the battle with Cerv»rfw.'s flee! 


Shatter rene-ved his request that Samp* 
son force aji entrance, saying his pres- 
ent position had cost him 1000 men and h« 
did not wish to lose any more. 


Sampson, 
in comment, aays this 


showed a complete misapprehension of 
the circumstances. 
H« alleges that th« 


sinking of the Mercedes would obstruct 
the entrance of the larger American 
Ships, and that extensive shore batteries 
were known to exist. His chief of staff 
had indicated to Shafter the points which 
should be carried before any attention 
was paid to the city, and the taking of 
these points would have insured the de- 
struction of the mines and the entranca 
of the American fleet. 


Shafter had cordially consented to this 


and Sampson did not know why the plan 
was changed unless the troops had been 
advanced too far to divert, iie expressed 
the belief that an adherence to the orig- 
inal plan would have resulted in the 
much quicker surrender of the Spanish 
troops and less loss of life, except by the 
navy, which -would have borne the brunt 
of the a.ttack. 


Sampson t*lls how he contemplated 


bringing- up the marine battalion from 
Guantanamo, landing it at the foot of 
Mon-o to assist in assault or to take tha 
west battery, and had no doubt of the 
success of his plan. 
He arranged to 


visit Shafter to talk this over, but, being 
ill, was obliged to sen-d Chief of Staff 
Captain Chadwick. 
They reached an 


arrangement to bombard Santiago from 
the sea for 24 hours with the heavy gruns, 
and, if that failed to bring the enemy to 
terms, then to assault the Socapa bat- 
tery with the marines and Cubans, and 
force an entrance to the harbor witi

Of course 
every man is likely to suffer from cli- 
matic fever, which, by the way, is not 
like the deadly chagros. The latter, I 
believe, is peculiar to the isthmus o? 
Panama. In winter Cuba is dry, the 
temperature is fine, and it never 
frceses. 
Santiago de Cuba is noto- 


rious for its lack of sanitation. It is 
the foulest place T ever saw, hut Gen- 
eral Wood in a measure has cleaned it 
out. According to Colonel Waring, Ha- 
vana is as bad as Santiago \\as. In the 
main the American garrison will en- 
canip outside of the towns. The troops 
could live very comfortably in tents 
even in winter, and I believe the propo- 
sition is to put them in floored tents. 


••'Che ration which will be supplied 


them is suitable for winter use, but not 
BO good for summer. Should the troops 
remain in Cuba until the hot season 
next year the ration may bo changed.

"The regular army should be increas- 


ed, and, in my opinion, it will be in- 
creased this winter in order to be pre- 
pared for garrisoning our new posses- 
sions. 
The country will then not be 


dependent upon volunteers. 
As to vol- 


unteer officers resigning if sent to the 
tropics, it is optional with the govern- 
ment whether they accept the resigna- 
tions or not. I believe the volunteer 
officers will stay with their commands

He has been one of the best 
of officers, always desirous of having 
the best company in discipline, char- 
acter and marksmanship, and he was 
indefatigable in his ^efforts for the gen- 
eral welfare of th<» company. Th^t he 
was not unsuccessful has been proved 
by the fact that Company M led all 
companies of the state in shooting and 
has the trophies of eight consecutive 
contests to show for It. Also the com- 
pany's record at El Caney, where they 
covered themselves witb elory, reflects 
credit to Captain Hicks. 


The captain's resignation will be sent 


for acceptance to headquarters. When 
accepted, a new captain will be elected. 
The one who will probably fill the po- 
sition is First Lieutenant Crosier, who 
has proved himself worthy and capa- 
ble.

GRAVES NOT WELL MARKED 


Gen. Wood Contradicts Early State- 
ments Concerning the Dead in Cuba. 


At one of the early meetings of the 


committee in charge of the expedition 
to Cuba to secure the bodies of mem- 
bers of the Second regiment, it was 
stated that information had been re- 
ceived that the graves 
of soldiers 


buried from'the division hospitals were 
not marked by names of the soldiers, 
but simply numbers. To learn whether 
or not this is the case. Col. E. P. Clark 
wrote to Gen. Wood asking if the 
records of soldiers buried from these 
hospitals are available. 


He received a reply yesterday in 


which Maj. Robinson does not answer 
the- question, 
but 
admits that the 


graves are not well marked. 
The 


records, if any were kept, were prob- 
ably brought North -by me surgeons 
in charge when they left Cuba, and it 
may be a dillicult matter to find them. 
The bodies of several members of the 
Second regiment were buried from 
the hospital on the Siboney road. Those 
that were buried from the regimental 
hospital were carefully marked and the 
Worcester men, who went down sev- 
eral week-? ago, had little trouble, in 
locating the graves. Local men who 
are going, feel confident they can lo- 
cate aii bodies of members of the 
Second regiment from personal knowl- 
edge of localities.

SWINDLED A BANK 


About 100 More Voters on the List 


Than Ever Before. 


Registration for the coming' city 


election closed last night, about 30 
names being added to the voters' list 
during the day. Just 174 names have 
been added to the list since the state 
election, and the total number of quali- 
fied voters now is 3,622. This is the 
lai-R-Pst in the history of North Adams, 
indicating both ^s growth and the in- 
terest in the coming election. The num- 
ber of registered voters at the time of 
the city election last year was 3.515, 
about 100 less than now, while there 
wore 3,416 who were registered in time 
for the state election this year. 


The number of women who 
have 


registered during the last series of 
registrar's mei-tings was only three, 
and the total number of women now 
registered is 63. The figures for the 
total registration by wards is as fol- 
lows: Ward 1, 390; ward 2, 492; ward 3, 
T.72; ward 4, H26; ward S 557; wnrd 6, 
516; ward 7, 579; total 3622. Here is the 
woman's registration by wards: Ward 
1, 10; ward 2, 3; ward 3, 12; ward 4, 5; 
ward 5, 17; ward 6, 8; ward 7, 8; total 
03. 


When North Adams was first di- 


vided into wauls, just before it was 
made a city and in preparation for the 
first city election, the number of voters 
was 2,902. In three years, this regis- 
tration has increased by nearly 30 per 
cent. At the time of the last presi- 
dential election, the number registered 
was 3,250. 


Registration since the caucuses has 


not been relatively so large, as the 
majority of the new ones who were 
planning to vote at all, evidently hav- 
ing been registered in time for the 
caucuses.

MAIL ROUTE AGAIN AT 
LARGE 


Nobody Likes the Trip Between Wil- 


liamstown and Pitlsfield. 


W. J. Metcalf of Sweet's Corners has 


abandoned the stage route between 
Williamstown and Pittsfield for the 
second time. The contractor who takes 
the route from the government is 
Ambrose A. Call of Algona, Iowa, a^d 
the route was sub- contracted to ?'r. 
Metcalf, who took charge of it Oct:-r-ei 
1, 1897. The contract called for carry- 
ing the mail between Williamstown 
and Pittsfield every week day in the 
year, and twice a day from June 1 to 
October 1 between Wllljamstown and 
South 
Williamstown. and 
between 


Lanesljoro and Pittsfield. 


For this service Mr. Metcalf was to 


receive about $600 a year. He ran the 
stage till June and then found that 
with the doubling up at both ends of 
the route for four months it would not 
pay. On the other hand, the loss would 
be more than he felt able to stand and 
he threw up his contract, as reported in 
this paper at the time. H. C. Savage 
of the Idlewild was hired by Post- 
master Eldridge to carry the mail until 
further arrangements could be made. 
In a short time F. M. Whitman, agent 
for Contractor Call, came on from the 
west and made a new arrangement 
with Mr. Metoalf which relieved him 
from the double duty at the ends of 
the route, leaving him nothing- to do 
but to carry the mail once a day be- 
tween Williamstown and Pittsfield the 
year round. The arrangement seemed 
satisfactory to all concerned and it was 
supposed the matter was settled. 


Tuesday night, however, Mr. Met- 


caif on arriving 
from 
Pittsfield at 


about 8 o'clock left word at the post- 
office that he was sick of his job and 
had got through. Landlord Savage of 
the Idlewild was again called into ser- 
vice and carried the mail Wednesday, 
as he will probably continue to do 
until a new arrangement 
Is made. 


Postmaster 
Eldridge 
notified 
the 


second assistant postmaster general of 
the situation and Contractor Call will 
of course be notified at once and will 
be obliged to take steps to put the 
route on a solid footing.

More Revenue Decision* 


A number of recent decisions on the 


war revenue have been sent out to 
deputy collectors, and amonsj the most 
interesting are the following: 


Special tax is not required to be paid 


for the sale of cider, that is, the juice 
of apples, whether 
unfermented 
or 


fermented, and whether it is "hard 
cider" or not, if no distilled spirits, or 
wine, or ot.her alcoholic liquor has been 
added thereto. 


A railroad company which has a 


park to promote excursions, although 
no admittance is charged, must pay a 
special tax as an exhibition or show 
for money. 


Special tax is not to be paid for lec- 


tures with a pianoforte recital as an 
incident thereto. Lectures on chemis- 
try and physics, accompanied by the 
necessary experiments are not public 
exhibitions or shows for money con- 
templated by war revenue. An enter- 
tainment, with music, given by a 
firm of merchants to attract the public 
to an annual display in connPCtion with 
their store is held not to be a public 
exhibition or show, for ^\hich special 
tax is required to be paid. 


A policy of insurance is not valid un- 


less it bears the properly canceled 
revenue stamp.
